Worth QM she ll^st appoarert on ihti 
stage. This was, pffrhapc, rather 
promaturc, :is she Went throii(;h many 
iiltcrnntlon^ of hope and cliscouragcinent 
iTiefore sho succcGdcd In eotilng be-hlnd 
the CootUehls. 

One dny Floreneu was lU a cutyoni^r's 
trying on some drebses, when one of the 
lUTuIstants approaolittl her and said, "MIsa 
Worth, thL^re t^ ii theatrkal munag^er 
hero who would like nn inlroduction," 

"Who is It ?" asked Florcnec 

"llrh John Coleman." 

FJorence felt vt^rj* Ilattered to think q 
bona-Iide mnnnger should tnke an lnti*r- 
€S[ in her. 




FloTfl&oe App«arft on tbe Stage aa on 
ArtlBt'ft Alaacl. 

John Coltman was not In a very Ilour- 
Ishinh- i.-ondition Just then, und was look- 
ing for a new '"Iwidln^- lady" to train as 
a slur. With all tl:c- traditions of the 
past at his nn^er-enLis. he was fully 
(lualiJitd to do so. Ho knew all the 
ntoehanlque (dodges) of the stage, and 
was In dead enrnest over the business. 
tlv believed ho found In Florence the 
one destined to build Ills fortunes, and 
the parts ho wished her to play were 
"Juliet" and the heroine of Victor Hugo's 
"LiCs Miserable," which ne called 'The 
Yellow Passport." 

The Worths had by this time removed 
from Bayswalor to Guildford street, 
Russell SfjUEire, James Worth had gone 
for a tilj) to Ihe States, when John 
Coleman called upon them and offered 
Florence the entire lead of his stock 
compiiny, then about to play In Jersey* 

riorencc had no fear of the "parts," 
but never having been from home bofore 



shrank from croj^slng tho Chanm^l alono. 
Whilst they were considering the matter, 
however, Mr. White sent for Florence 
to meet Mr. Mortimer (editor of 
"Figaro"), who was then producing his 
adaptation of Alexander Dumas" "Dlanf? 
de Lys." under the title of " Dhuie." 
Fanny DavcniJort, the famous American 
actress. Was to appear for the llr.st time 
In England, and they wanted Floronee 
to pose 113 a model. One who wnnid look 
the part was et?scniial. IJi* saw her 
picture in the agent's omce, and decided 
she would do, and ciigaged her at two 
guineas per week. 

Florence was now actually "on the 
stage ;" 

She made her llrst appearance at 
Toole's as an nrtlKt's moaci. In which 
charaeier wc saw her last week. The 
papers criticized her very favorahiy, and 
predicted for her a veiy buccessfu^ 
career. The play llseir was not a suc- 
cess, however, and oniy lasted one 
month, in.siead of a season, as (irsi In- 
tended. 

Her next engagement was to go on tour 
wUh Marie do Grey, who wuf then aei- 
ing at the Olympic, but after playing at 
matlnc«e:^, c-tc she was niid up «iih 
some throat trouble and obliged to re- 
linquish her engagement In consequence. 

When belter she oblrilii^d an Liigage* 
ment, ion r| tig as leading lady with n 
company to the Provinces. 

Here It was that Florence made tlie dis- 
covery that there is no royal roati to 
rortune. Kef erring to thai tour ahc saya: 
"I wn?> fair hunied, and spent eighteen 
hours out of the twcnty-rour preparing 
for the stage, 1 was playing a dlffen^it 
piece every nighl, and at i^u- yame time 
was expected to learn my part for *A3 
you like It.' which was advertise?! to 
Hpp«nr on the boards at Bath- 

"It Is not too much to say that I 
breakfasted, dined and supped ort Shake- 
speare. I well remember sit ling up all 
night, too, studying by the light of a 
candle, drlnkhig cold tea and rubbing 
inenlhol on my forehead and eyelids lo 
keep myself awake. 

"It wQs early spring and I saw the sun 
.set and rise acaln. 

"When the rehearsal -was called, at 
eleven o'clock In the morning, my mem- 
ory was quite gone for the time being ! 
1 eould not remember a single word ; 1 
had to read It. Then T went home and 
slept heavily^ in dcflanee of Shakespeare 
and an exacting world." 

So great was her ambition at this time 
that Ftorcncc did not mind the work, 
nor was she discouragca Dy ner Inability 
to keep Shakespeare In her mind. Phy- 
sical strcngih, coupled with o good a- 
mount of self-confldcnce, would, she 
thought carry her through. And so It 
turned out on more than one occasion, 
for when memory faftd her she fell bach 
on her own inventive genius and put 
word.s Into Shakespeare's mouth which

hA would never hftvc recognised. This, 
In stage language. Is calicri "gagging," 
and never resorted to but by the most 
during. ,. ,.. 

"Where are you going (o dlo ? an- 
xiously enquired the prompter on one 
occasion before going on lo the stage. 
■Don^t know yet." replied Florence. 

"Deuced awkward." said the prompter. 
"How shall 1 know when to ring for tiio 
eunaln to drop ?" 

"Oh. I'll give you :i dying look alt In 
good lime." 

And she did. 

All tills time Mrs. Worth was in IjOn- 
don, her ehare in the triumphs belnR 
continual demands for new dresses for 
Florence. 

Meanwhile, Florence was having a bad 
time In thlie Prnvinocs. The conipanT 
she had Joined had reached Penzance, 
where "Fast Lynne" was to be played 
for the first time. 

It was not o success, and the distracted 
manager had only burlesque to fall back 
upon. Florence rcfuserl to descend to 
that, and so incurreu nis displeasure. 
Dlssplrllcd and feeling very iil, she went 
back to her lodgings and did a faint in 
roul earnest. A doctor who wiis called 
in said what she need«] was rest, and 
unless she took Jt she would l>rcak down 
altogether. As soon as her engagement 
was concluded therefore, slie returned 
to London to Ilnd her home broken up 
owing lo money losses, and her mother 
111 m consequence. 

To anyone f-eeling run down from over- 
strain this wan a cruel homecoming. "The 
pleasures oi this world Ilnjsli In weari- 
ness," says ihc proverb. They wore 
weary and hcwrl-plck, iioth these women. 
Weary In the world, Dui not yet weary 
of It, They decided to cross the "herring- 
pond' and try their fortunes in America. 

Mrs, Worth's only hioiher met them 
at Ne^v York and lok them to hL-^ house 
at Orange, a charming place on the 
mountains, where the luvety air yoon 
restored Flortnoo to licr wonted vigor. 

In eonneeilon wUh her careur as an 
actress in Am^-rica. Florence says : 

"It was my (;real <lPRlrf to die on the 
stagu ! It HC^imcd to me u nne tiling to 
die In harness. I had i\ great ooniempt 
for any actor or actress who would spoil 
a scene to save ihcniHclvcs nn injury. 
1 considered it most important that the 
Illusion (or delusion) of the rpjirosent- 
atlon sliould he carried out at any cosi 
to the player. Such heroism— it would hi' 
fanaticism (?) in a ChrlBtlan— is not un- 
common on tiie stage. I was most reck- 
less of life and limb, and had somo nar- 
row escapes In consetiuencc. 

"I was 'starring' In "The Danltcs' In 
and around CIdcago, when, one opening 
niglit (Grand Haplds, 1 think), I met with 
my first aocldent. At tho end Of the 
first act I was f^upjiosed to he gathering 
flowers on the edge of ft precipice, when 
the villains enter and shoot mc. 1 Im- 
mediately drop out of siglit (presumably 
down the ravine at tho back). As a mat- 
ter of fact, I was standing on a tempor- 
ary platform, nnd the small place, 
screened off from the audience's view, 
for me to drop into, was not large 
enough to hold my length. The shot 
was the signal for the fall of the curtain, 
and as It sJmviy dropped on the 'picture,* 
the audience heard the thud of my 
body as It fell over the edge of tho plat- 
form down on to tho stage— the height 
of a lofty room ! 

"Of course l was carried home, put 
to bed, nursed up. etc.? No ! no ! No- 
thing of the aort.^ r gut up and finished 
the other four acts. The next night I 
tliought (did not trouble to see) that the 
Htage-mnnagers would havt me carpen- 
ters widen the platform ; but when I 
got on it I found It wag juHt ihe same, 
so I tried another kind of fall, which I 
thought would save mo, with the con- 
sequence t hat I fell myself and look 
part Of the platform with me. Then the 
manager waxed thoroughly indignant. 

■■ Don't do the fall agntn in this thpp- 
atre ' 

" 'Why ? Arc you afraid I shall kill 
myself ?' 

" "Oh ! You must look nxier yourself. 
I'm afraid you'll get mo Into trouble. I 
forbid the fall ; that's enough." " 

Drink, though not confined to the Rtoge. 
plays u terrible part in the lives of some 
whose laTents and energies nro prosti- 
tuted for the purpose of providing amuse- 
ment for a reatlesa. heart-sick world. 

Florence herself ncv«r came Into the 
habit, though she used occasionally to 
Hip neat whiskey before gomg on lo the 
Hlftge, but she saw many fall vlcllm.s 
to the terrible habit. Among those was 
iin actress, still younji:, i^iough looldng 
old through sin. She had been very 
beautiful, was Intellectual and a gifted 
mualelan— one who, for her beauty and 
talent, had hoen eagerly caught up for 
the stage. She could play any Unc of 
business, and even tuKo enilro load In 
anything, from a tragedy by Shake- 
Bpearo down to the moat recent farce. 
Decidedly a woman of parts. She had 
been a petted star In one or ttie colonic?, 
when? her husband was the lending man- 
ager of a theatrical circuit. His, like 
hera, Ib b. well-known name In London 
and around the globe In ttieatrleal so- 
ciety. She >iad aft<n gat In her own 
private manaaerlul box to see tha imat-

Piquant beauty dctkcd out td perfection 

The night before she Joined the cijtn- 
puny In which Florence waa leading she 
had a terrlMe experience, rne man wno 
paHsed for her husband suddenly hem 
out of his mind, took up a hatchet and 
chopped up the furniture tiefore her eyes, 
nnd then preceedoci to dig an imiiglnnry 
grave for her. 

She kept him at bay by the couirage and 
power and magnetism of ncr eye, whirh 
she never took off him fur ;i s<?eond ; at 
last he pclzcd a lighted liui-iJ nut! hurled 
It Into her travelling ba.sltet, wlsloh stood 
open ready packed. In the melee sh? 
escaped Into tho slreeis in her nlfjhl- 
dress, and at daybreak gave the alarm 
to tho police, who removin ntm to the 
asylum, which he never left alive. It 
was not long after this lliiit oae evcnlnfi, 
whilst Florence was in her dressing- 
room, during the third iici one of the 
siagc-hnnda came to her jind said. "Ex- 
cuse mc. Miss Wonh. hut that Mlris — 
Is lying up stairs In a passftge under a 
sink. The governor will be- In a tear If 
he sees her. W^hat had I better do, Mlaa?"

helpless. 

"Thank you. Brown." said FlotL'nw to 
iier guide.

the manag<T, lo whom she said, "I shall 
pTay my front scene nionc : Mliis — K 
not in a tit state to come on."
